Times have changed, though. 

Almost nobody can tell you where a genuine, old-fash- 
ioned swimming hole exists, any more, and Sanitary Practices 
no longer condone “goin swimmin’” in a pool of stagnant 
water out of which the cows have to be chased. 

Nobody takes his dog with him as a life guard, either, now- 
adays. Man’s Best Friend isn’t allowed in the public pools, and 
as far as we know he’s banned from most of the private ones also. 

What’s happened? 

Apparently, like everything else, the “swimmin hole” has 
moved up town. 

And like so many things, when populaiton density increases, 
events which could be considered scattered unfortunate incidents 
begin too look like regular happeinngs, and the casual observer 
begins to wonder what's happened since 

Per thousand popitlation, there are probably many more 
“swimmin’ holes” in the Menlo Park-Atherton area than there 
used to be in the idealized days and regions of the past, but 
the modern ones take the form of steel and concrete installa- 
tions situated in private yards. 

A lot of swimming gets done hereabouts. 


“the good old days.” 


And this has been reflected, as any statistician could have 
predicted, by an increased number of accidents, although per- 
centagewise the record of tragedies occurring in private pools is 
probably lower than it used to be. And it’s probably also lower 


than the accident rate, considering man-hours involved, of such 
sports as rock-climbing, yachting, or skiing. It is probably lower } 
than that of Sunday driving. | 

These considerations, however, don’t make tragedy less real. 
Persons with swimming pools and the friends who use the priv- | 
ately-owned pools of others have no doubt taken serious note of | 
the fact that three drownings have occurred in the Menlo Park 
Fire District within the last two months. 

Oftentimes, when such a series of accidents occurs, there's j 


public outcry directed at public agencies and public officials. 

“Something should be done to reduce the tragic toll,” 
says the thoughtless but concerned observer. “There ought to 
bealaw.. 

Happily, this hasn’t happened. 

We doubt that the Red Gross will ever completely replace | 
“Old Shep,” but we think that the Sequoia chapter's voluntary 
assumption of responsibility to at least try to educate the public 
as far as some of the intricacies of water safety are concerned is a 
step toward keeping private recreation where it should be: 

That is, private and recreational, unencumbered by per- 
mits, license fees, examinations, official visits, unevitable 
tax support and similar claptrap which our barefoot boys of 
the earlier paragraphs never heard of. 

We: know we'll never sce the day when accidents will be 
completely eliminated. But education goes a long way toward

Stanford Research 
Plans Building 
Nuclear Reactor | 


Preliminary design and cost 
studies have been completed by 
the Nuclear engineering section 
at Stanford Research Institute, for 
a nuclear reactor which SRI hones 
to establish, it was announced last 
week from the Menlo Park fa- 
cility. 

The nuclear reactor will ap- 
parently not be built in Menlo 
Park. 

“Site surveys have been com- 
pleted on suitable locations in 
California,’ a spokesman for SRI 
went on to say. 

Design of the reactor, or atomic 
pile, will be such as to permit 
simultaneous conduct of a large 
number of industrial research and 
development projects with due re- 
gard for commercial secrecy when 
required. ‘ 

“Three industrial nuclear en- 
gineering organizations partici- 
pated in the preiiminary study,” 
SRI’s statement said, “which is 
for a moderate-cost, 10,000-kilo- 
watt test reactor. 

“Both light and heavy-water 
designs were considered—with a 
preference for the heavy-water 
type—for a versatile facility use 
ful for a wider range of possi- 
bilities for. scientific and indus- 
trial research. 

As presently considered, the re- 
actor would consist of a pressure- 
tight building similar to a petro-

Changes in Food Storage, Other adustig 


Stanford. Research Institute’s 
depository of unclassified informa- 
tion regarding the atom is being 
used to point the way to an ever- 
increasing number of industrial 
uses for nuclear energy and radia 
tion, and is becoming increasing- 
ly useful to west coast industri- 
alists. 

This was indicated in an SRI 
Dublication, “Research for Indus- 
try,” this month, which points out 
that nuclear energy is being used 
—experimentally, at present—for 
4 wide variety of purposes ranging 
from food storage to metallurgy. 

Widespread changes in the ec- 
onomic structure of the nation 
as a whole may very well devel- 
op from the results of experi- 
ments now going on in Menlo 

Park, the report indicates. 

“For a subject that has been un- 
der wraps as much as nuclear en- 
ergy,” the report says, “the am- 
ount of information already re- 
leased on its technology is aston- 
ishing. As an indication of this) 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
depository of unclassified informa- 
tian maintained at the Institute 
contains nearly 10,000 docu- 
ments...” 

Some of the results of uses of 
nuclear energy are rather surpris- 
ing, too.
